The withdrawal of the U.S. troops from South Korea is the prerequisite to this, 
but the U.S. military presence is being further strengthened, contrary to the 
lawful demand of the Korean people. There is even argument for the deployment 
of neutron bombs in this region.

[NODONG SINMUN 18 December commentary: "Theory on Reunification in the 2000's 
Is A Theory on Permanent Division"] 


[Text] The so-called party expansion plan of the Democratic Justice Party [DJP], 
which belongs to Chon Tu-hwan, has been publicized in South Korean publications. 
This plan, which the DJP has touted as a future-oriented and high-level plan 
drafted for the next 20 or 30 years, superficially is for expanding party strength, 
but in fact it is extremely unreasonable from start to finish, subordinating 
everything to posturing for confrontation with us. 


In this plan, the DJP defined the period from now until 1988 as a period for 
face-to-face corfiontation between the north and south, the period spanning 
1988 to 1995 as a period for deerening competition, and the period from then 
until the year 2000 as < period for laying the groundwork and declared that 
national reunification will be possible in the 2000's. 


Also this plan notes that the DJP intends to continue the current government 
while totally mobilizing the people for confrontation with us. Detailed in the 
plan is an effort to make party members into a crack unit so as to nurture the 
ability for bringing the north under the south's control. 


In a word, the esnence of the plan is to devote the 20 remaining years of the 

20th century to laying the foundation for confrontation with us and for postponing 
the question of national reunification until the 2lst century. It is apparent 

to everyone that this is nothing but a politicization of the theories of anti- 
communist confrontation and nurturing strength; the essence of this is an inten- 
tion not to reunify the fatherland. 


At the beginning of the 1960's, the former dictator advocated the theory of 
division, calling for national reunification in the 1980's. Now the Chon Tu-hwan 
clique is pursuing permanent division by professing the theory of reunification 
in the 2000's, a variation of his predecessor's slogan. The 2000's, which the 
DJP calls the years for national reunification, are a new century--100 years. 

The DJP's assertions on reunification are no different from those of the former 
dictator, who said that national reunification should be handled as if it were 

a war of 100 years.

Tie plan also reveals the desire of the current military rulers for power of 
unlimited duration. The years 1988 and 1995 are presidential election years, 
as stipulated in the constitution revised by the Chon Tu-hwan ring. 


The fact that the Chon Tu-hwan clique has defined the years until 1988 as a 
period of north-south confrontation ani the years from then until 1995 as a 
period of deepened competition, and that it would maintain the government by 
undertaking an all-out mobilization of the people, is an expression of its 
desire to stay in power, ignoring the 7 year presidential term which it has 
written into the constitution. That the clique is babbling about the plan as 
one oriented towards the future stems from such an intention. 


The DJP's theory on reunification in the 2000's is nothing but a theory for 
permanent division and long-term power. This once again nakedly exposes the 
deceptive nature of the slogans of mutual visits and dialogue prattled about by 
the Chon Tu-hwan clique as if it were interested in national reunification. 
Coutacts and dialugue are for national reunification. The dialogue or the 
mutual visits that the Chon Tu-hwan clique is willing to undertake while . 
encouraging north-south confrontation and dreaming a long-term power are nothing 
but babbling about the question of the national reunification, thus mocking 
public opinion. 


Since the Chon Tu-hwan clique openly declared that there can only be confronta- 
tion with us during the rest of this century, postponing discussion of national 
reunification until the next century, it can no longer talk about mutual visits 
or dialcegue under the guise of the 12 January or 5 June proposals. On the 
occasion of the new year, Chon Tu-hwan, removing his splittist coat for a while, 
would appear before reporters to discuss reunification. But he has rejected 
national reunification. Now what will he speak about in his new year's press 
conference? 


No matter how ignominious he may be, he could not possibly discuss mutual visits 
or dialogue. For our people, suffering the disaster of national division for 

36 years, no task is more urgent than national reunification. Our party's policy 
to reunify the fatherland by establishing a confederal state, leaving intact 

the different ideas and systems existing in the north and south, is aimed at 
achieving this national demand. 


Our proposal is warmly supported by all the compatriots at home and abroad and 

by the world's people. Those demanding its realization grow in number each day. 
Pursuing a splittist line and encouraging confrontation is a mockery of and 
challenge to those aspiring for national reunification and to people at home and 
abroad. What is more, the Chon Tu-hwan clique is babbling about a plan to train 
10,000 core elements so they can serve as tools against us. However, a handful 

of military hooligans cannot thwart the pan-national warch for national reunifica- 
tion. 


Its reckless maneuvers show that the Chon Tu-hwan clique is a wicked splittist 
group. It is an absolutely necessary condition for national reunification to 
eliminate the fascist military Chon Tu-hwan clique. The South Korean youths 

and students demand the resignation of the Chon Tu-hwan clique. They are joining

the antigovernment struggle. This once again proves that bayonet-wielding 
cannot be a panacea and that nothing can block the people's aspiration for 
reunification. 


The DJP is a private party fabricated by the traitorous Chon Tu-hwan clique 
and is comprised of his followers.

After receiving a brief medical examination and changing into clothes provided 
by the ROK Red Cross at Inchon, the crew of the fishing boat met their families 
and had a joyful reunion. As the crew members left the boat, their family 
members ran up to hug them. 


All the crew members looked pale and tired. On leaving the fishing boat, they 
shouted: Long live the Republic of Korea! Their joy upon returning to the 
bosom of free Korea was evident. 


The No 1 Kongyong-ho fishing boat, with 21 crew members, left Inchon on 26 May 


1981 and engaged in fishing operations in waters 11 miles west of [word indistinct] 


island on the west sea. On 11 June the boat lost its bearings because of thick 
fog and rough waves and was kidnapped by a North Korean patrol boat.

Our country's first nuclear power plant, Kori Reactor 1 (587,000 kW) continues 


its accident-free regular operation, after surpassing 10 billion kWh (including 
‘test operations) at 0730 on 13 July, 3 years and 3 months after it began com- 


mercial operation.

The 10 billion kWh generated by Kori Reactor 1 includes 71 million kWh generated 
during the 1977 test operation period; 2,324 billion kWh in 1978, the first year 
of commercial operation; 3,152 billion kWh in 1979; 3,477 billion kWh in 1980; 

and 976 million kWh for the period of 1981 up to 0730 on 13 July. | 


The utilization rate, which was computed by dividing the total output of elec- 
tricity by capacity and time, vas 45.2 percent for 1978, 61.3 percent for 1979 ; 
and 67.4 percent for 1980, thus showing a gradual improvement. 


Fifty tons of uranium (3 percent enriched) were used to generate the 10 billion 
«Wh at Xori Reactor 1; in terms of other fuels, this equals the conservation of 
15.35 million barrels of bunker C oil or 5.25 million tons of coal, and the re- 
duction of 156.2 billion won in generating costs compared to an oil generating 

plant. 
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‘his nuclear reactor, located in Kori, Changan-myon, Yangsan County, South 

Kyongsang Province, was begun in September 1970 and completed in April 1978, and 

is the world's 2lst pressurized light water type nuclear generator. Reactor 1 :

Slazer for alternate energy and a mainstay of nonpetroleum electricity generation. 


Ministry of Science and Technology and NRC Carry Out Joint PWR Training 
Ti.¢ Ministry of Science and Technology and the U.S. Nuclear Regulatory Commis- 


si.n (NRC) held a training session 6-16 July on pressurized water reactor (PWR) : 
technology at the Korean Energy Research Inst/.tute. 


The training session, held as part of Korean-American nuclear technology coopera- 
ticn work, at which Dr Leonard Reidinger [phonetic] and Dr Robert Townsend of the 














NRC were instructors, consisted of educational activities designed for middle 
level managers from organizations such as domestic nuclear energy regulatory 
organs, producers and research organs. 


This training session, the first to be held in this country, included a general 
examination of the parts and functions of the main systems of the PWR nuclear 
power plant, along with an examination of the various technical standards, and 
an explanation of the various transient phenomena in actual power plant opera- 
tions. 





Korea Heavy Industries Start Full Operation in July; Mid-August Orders 
300.2 Billion Won, 60 Percent of Year's Goal 


Of the seven unit plants now in partial operation at the Korea Heavy Industries" 
Ch'angwon combined factory, the machinery and boiler plants were completed and 
started full operation at the end of June, while three others, the Chu Cho, 

Tan Cho and heavy equipment plant, are scheduled for completion at the end of 
September, and the heavy machinery and heavy canning machine are scheduled for 
completion at the end of October. 


Thus, at the Ch'angwon combined factory, which had been in partial operation, the 
machinery and boiler plants went into full operation in early July, and with the 
completion of the other plants the whole combined factory will be in complete 
operation. 


Along with its progress in plant construction, the company has actively sought 
orders, and it is known to have received 300.2 billion won worth of orders as 
of 13 August. This amount of orders constitutes 60 percent of this year's goal 
of 545 billion won; it is known that major orders include a generating plant, 
heavy equipment, cement equipment, and general industrial machinery. 


As a mammoth factory of 280,000 p'yong in buildings and 1.28 million p'yong 
total, the Ch'angwon combined factory began heavy capital investment last 
October to achieve the recent partial completion. 


Investment in the construction of this large-scale factory has reached over 380 
billion won, including over 260 billion won in domestic investment and over 120 
billion won in foreign investment, and with the additional investment of 80 bil- 
lion won, the construction of all plants will be completed by the end of November. 


Negotiations With W. Germany on Technological Cooperation Projects 


Parliamentary Vice Minister Erbinschital [phonetic] of the Federal Republic of 
Germany's Ministry for Research and Technology, visited Minister of Science and 
Technology Yi Chong-O on 1 July to discuss various technology cooperation pro- 
jects, including the strengthening of cooperation between Korean and German re- 
search institutes, the holding of joint symposia, and the promotion of joint pro- 
jects in the development of the latest industrial technology and basic science. 


As an organ responsible for research and development of various areas such as 
energy, including nuclear power, aerospace, information industries and environment, 
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the German Ministry for Research and Technology provides DM 1 billion (350 
billion won) in early aid to joint research projects with developing nations. 


It is now negotiating with our country on the joint promotion of “research 

for the development of solar/wind complex electrical generation facilities" 
and “research on the safety of nuclear reactors" with the Korean Institute of 

Science and Technology (KIST) and the Korean Energy Research Institute. 


Satellite Photographic Materials Used To Confirm Uranium Deposits 


The Korean Motive Power Research Institute has recently actively utilized the 
materials of the American NASA Landsat satellite in the search for uranium | 
resources for the successful completion of a remote uranium survey in the 
Taejon-Ch'amnye area of South Ch'ungch'ong Province, the southern end of the 
Okch'on syst<a. 


This search was carried out as part of the 1979 plan negotiated with Japan's 
Geology Survey Center for the “Joint Korean-Japanese geological structure re- 
search in deciphering remote survey materials” and consisiied of interpretation 
of geological structure on imagery filmed by man-made satellites. 


lt 


The Taejon-Ch'amnye target area has pockets of the Okch'on system strata which 
are considered promising in the field of uranium resource survey work; the 
total survey area was 2,000 square kilometers. 


The remote survey methd is one which does not deal directly with the material 
or phenomenon observed but rather measures the electromagnetic wave energy that 
originates or radiates from the material or phenomenon. This method uses the 
quantitative differences in the wvelengths or energy of the electromagnetic 

waves which radiate or emit according to the physical and chemical nature of | 
the material. 


This survey method begar with the development of aerial photography in the 1930's 
and although it was developed for military purposes, the United States and other 

countries began to use its imagery with the launching of resource survey satel- 

lites. 


In order to achieve a more detailed interpretation of the geological structure | 
of the Okch'on system area, the research staff of the Korea Motive Power Re- 

source Institute first examined a wide area of geologic structural aspects and 

rock distribution with aerial photographs in addition to satellite imagery, 
checking them in comparison with existing geological maps. 


As a result, this area's slippage and stratum bunching and the accompanying faults 
and thrusts were confirmed and the slippage track, fault faces and rock boun- * 
daries were investigated, while the distribution of such rocks as black argillite, 
phyllite, lime and quartzite was revealed and their relationship with geological 
time was interpreted. 


Thus, with the more detailed and exact examination and establishment of the 

Okch'on stratum area's geologic structure, stratum order and petrological nature, ) 
the subterranean development of the uranium resources distributed in this stra- 

tum has been verified precisely, and more important material has become available | 
for future uranium developing planning.

Seoul Thermoelectric Thermal Complex Generation Possible; Results of Capability 
Study by Denmark's B & S Company 


It has been determined that if Seoul Thermoelectric's (old Tangin-ni plant) 
facilities were transformed into a thermal complex system, area heating of the 
Ich‘on and Panp'o apartment complexes, as well as Yoi-do, would be possible. 

It is known that on the basis of the results of this feasibility study, the gov- 
a plans to rebuild Seoul Thermoelectric's facilities between next year and 
1985. 


According to the “thermal complex generation area heating feasibility study" 
which the Korean Motive Power Research Institute commissioned the B & S Company 
to carry out with United Nations Development Plan (UNDP) aid, if part of 
Seoul Thermoelectric's existing generating facilities were rebuilt, a total of 
6.7 million square meters of apartments in Yoido, Ich'on-dong and Panp‘o-dong-- 
although not Kangnam-gu's Sinsa-dong or Tanch'o-dong--could be heated 168 days 
per year. 


This feasibility study, which included our country's main generating plants, 
revealed that because of the distance to housing areas and the use of O'ndol 
heating, the thermal complex method would be difficult to apply, that although 
the Seoul-Inchon zrea is on the favorable side the thermal density is too low, 
and that industri«) areas might use the water but a preliminary demand study is 
needed. 


Such new cities as Panwol and Kwach'on in Kyonggi Province were shown to have 
sufficient potential for the application of heating-primary, generation-secondary 
in heating/generation systems, because in new cities construction costs are low 
and it is easy to assess the consumers for the trunk and branch pipes that consti- 
tute most of the investment expense. 


This feasibility study, which analyzed such economic and technical factors as 
heating days, thermal density, degree of difficulty in construction, scale of 
existing power plants and geographic particularity, revealed that Seoul Therm- 
electric is suitable for centralized heating and that Inch'on and Changwon are 
suitable for independent style, and that Panwol and Kwach'on are suitable for the 
independent heating style. 


The estimated cost of rebuilding Seoul Thermoelectric's facilities is between 
$38 million and $39 million, but the energy savings are expected to be over 
$300 million. 


The study also noted that in addition to petroleum conservation, the rebuilding 
of Seoul Thermoelectric'’s facilities would also contribute greatly to pollution 
prevention, having the effect of reducing dust and secretions by 41,000 tons and 
sulphur gas by 31,000 tons over a 20-year period. 


Seoul Thermoelectric has a total generating capacity of 412,500 KW, including 
coal incinerators Nos 3 and 4 and crude oil burner No 5, but No 3 (25,000 kW) 

is expected to be closed down before long and No 4 (137,500 kW) will be used only 
when necessary, so that only No 5 (250,000 kW) will be in continuous operation. 














It is known that Motive Power Resources is to ask the Danish B & S Company for 
an additional study on the feasibility of area heating using LNG, while consult- 
ing with the related ministries and offices to rebuild Seoul Thermoelectric's 
facilities between next year and 1985. 


31 Nuclear Reactors by Year 2,000 Possibly To Account for 74.7 Percent of Elec- 
tricity per KAERI Analysis 


The Korean Atomic Energy Research Institute (KAERI) has completed a study on the 
optimization of long-range nuclear power planning in order to determine the fea- 
sibility of our country's operating plan of 31 nuclear power plants (installation 
capacity, approximately 30 GWe) by the year 2000. 


The research staff estimated that our country's energy demand will reach, in oil 
conversion, 106 million tons by 1986 and 148 million tons by 2001. 


Of this, electricity is forecast to equal 28.1 percent (63.7 billion kW) in 
1986, 31.6 percent (101.5 billion kW) in 1991, 34.5 percent (154 billion kW) 

in 1996, and 37.4 percent (232 billion kW) in 2001, while the proportion of total 
electricity generation accounted for by nuclear power is expected to reach 38.1 
percent in 1986, 64.8 percent in 1991, and 74.7 percent in 2001. 


With the increasing importance of nuclear power due to the shortage of domestic 
energy sources and the insecurity of supply, the research staff set the goal of 
optimizing a long-term, effective nuclear power plan by synthesizing and analyzing 
the economic aspects of the state economic and social development plan and the 
peculiar technical aspects of nuclear power generation. 


In order to enhance the accuracy and reliability of long-range energy-related 
materials, the research staff introduced the concept of market possession, esti- 
mated the component ratios of energy sources and considered the resultant econ- 
omy to establish the planned quantity of nuclear power. 


Also, hypothesizing that the introduction of light water, heavy water and fast 
breeder reactors will be possible, the study established an appropriately mixed 


prototype. 


The research staff also conducted an analysis of periodic nuclear fuel demand 
which showed the early introduction of heavy water and fast breeder reactors to 
be favorable with regard to raw ore or enriched fuel, while the pressurized 
water type reactor had many advantages with regard to finished products. 


Automatic Measurement of Uranium Enrichment Possible in Nuclear Fuel Rods; Also 
for Accurate Measurement of Degree of Combustion of Nuclear Fuel 


The KAERI New Reactor Type Department has developed an automatic measurement de- 
vice for the distribution and degree of enriched uranium in nuclear fuel rods 
which uses a germanium semiconductor detector and a minicomputer. 


Measuring the distribution and degree of enriched uranium in nuclear fuel rods 
is very important. Our country is now totally dependent on imports for our fuel 
rods and although the manufacturers of the rods produce them under strict qual- 
ity controls so that it may be all right to rely on them, the verification of 
product standards is necessary and unavoidable for 100 percent safe reactor 
operation. 
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There are other comventional methods, such as the mass spectrometry method, which 
have such shortcomings as destroying all the test materials or requiring too such 
time. Im contrast, the recently used gamma ray spectroscope method is very simple 
and can establish the degree of uranium enrichment quickly, so that it is being 
widely adopted for the production process and the quality inspection process. 


The automatic measuring device developed by the KAERI research staff is based on 
two components, the germanium semiconductor detector and the minicomputer. The 
germanium semiccnductor detector shows a new level of precision in a less than 


0.2 percent energy resolvability in gamma ray spectrography. 


This measuring method accurately measures the strength ard difference of gamma 
rays emitted by the nuclear fuel rod and converts the gamma ray strength into the 
degree of uranium enrichment through th. minicomputer program. 


Alsc, the research staff says th: this device has various other uses in addition 
tc the measuring of enrichment distribution. Within the field of nuclear power 
alone svc: uses as onsite detection ot nuclear fuel damage, analysis of cooling 
water, ana simultaneous handling of radiation meastrement work are possible and 
should resuce expenses while accurately measuring the degree of combustion of 
nuclear fuel. 


20th Anniversary of Korean Electric Co Ltd 
The Korean Electric Company (KECO) celebrated its 20th anniversary on 1 July 


KECO, which was started in July 1961, in the midst of a severe electricity short- 
age with the combining of three companies, Choson chonop, Kyongsong chon'gi, and 
Namson chon'gi, has provided support for the development of our national economy 
during the past 20 years by furthering the development of sources of electricity 
and conducting rural electrification work on a national scale. 


Along with rapid quantitative growth, such as increasing its original generating 
capacity of 367,000 kW 27 times, to 9,836,000 kW, to resolve the electricity 
shortage, KECO has also recently achieved qualitative transformations such as 
technical innovations and, under the stimulus of the search for oil-free sources 
of electricity, has achieved a diversification of sources, such as nuclear power, 
bituminous coal, and water pumping, departing from the previous almost total re- 
liance on oil. 


Starting in 1965, KECO seriously pushed rural electrification work, investing a 
total of 104.2 billion won in government loans and KECO bonds to bring the 
national electrification rate up to 99 percent. 


"Scientific Car" First Shown in Country Donated to KIST by Japan 


Based on the Korea-Japan technological cooperation plan, the Japanese Government 
donated, without compensation, to KIST through the Japan International Coopera- 
tive Work Association, a “scientific car" along with various scientific instru- 
ments and materials in a transfer ceremony at the National Science Academy on 

7 July. 
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This “scientific car™ and the various instruments and materials (worth $57 mil- 
lion) will be used in citizen scientific education wrk. 


The first seen in our country, this “scientific car" carries over 20 kinds of 
scientific instruments and materials, such as a VIR projector, a color TV, a 
microscope, an astronomical telescope, and a constellation fluoroscope and will 
be used mostly for youth scientific education through experiments, practice and 
audio-visual education as the car tours remote areas throughout the country. 


The Korean Foundation for the Promotion of Science and Technology established a 
new National Touring Youth Science Education chair and piams to carry out its 
current Woman's Living Science lectures together with the “scientific car." 


Seoul City Science Display Opens; Also, 15th Educational Material Exhibit 


The 22d Seoul City Science Display and the 15th Educational Material Exhibit was 
held 8-13 July at the fourth-floor exhibit hall of the National Science Hall. 


Exhibits at this display totaled 217 (display 98, material exhibit 119), of which 
192 were selected (display 86, material exhibit 106). 


Government Plans To Train Nuclear Power Personnel at KECO; 500 per Year for 
10 Years Starting Next Year 


Apart from the nuclear power sector general manpower supply plan, the government 
plans to have KECO train and provide the approximately 5,000 nuclear power plant 
construction and operations personnel needed for the long-range electric resource 
development plan. 


According to the authorities concerned, the long-range electric resource devel- 
opment plan forecasts the need for a total of 5,000 nuclear power plant construc- 
tion and operations personnel, 500 per year for the 10 years from next year 
through 1991, and KECO is to train and provide the nuclear power sector's man- 


power. 


The government is preparing and will promote annually a general manpower supply 
plan for such places as industries, construction firms, schools, hospitals, 
and research institutes in order to provide the necessary nuclear power-related 
technical manpower, but it has entrusted this to the actual consumer, KECO, be- 
cause of such uniqueness in the nuclear power sector as the need to build reac- 
tors in the construction period and insure safety without complications to the 
nuclear power sector. 


Thus, KECO will greatly expand the facilities and scholarship system of the Sudo 
Industrial High School, established and operating as an industrial high school, 
and will enlarge and reorganize the Kori Training Center while preparing a 
10-year technical manpowei provision plan including greatly expanding the over- 
seas training of beginning and intermediate employees. 


In addition to Kori Reactor 1 now in operation, KECO is now in the midst of 
building six plants, including Kori Reactor 2, Wolson Reactor 1 and Nuclear 
Power Reactors 5, ¢, 7 and 8. 
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The long-range electric resource plan calls for the construction of five more 
plants, including Nuclear Power Reactors 9, 10, 11, 12 and 13, in addition to 
the six now under construction, greatly increasing the proportion of oil-free 
electricity generation and raising today's 6 percent nuclear power proportion 
to 41 percent by 1991. 


Secondary Suppliers for Nuclear Power Reactors 9 and 10 to Be Chosen in 
September 


Suppliers for such secondary facilities as turbines and generators at Nuclear _ 
Power Reactors 9 and iV are to be chosen in September. 


According to the Motive Power Research Institute and KECO, six companies from 
five countries, including the U.S. Westinghouse Company, Great Britain's GEC, 
and Switzerland's BBC, are participating and competing fiercely in the inter- 
national bidding for secondary systems at Nuclear Power Reactors 9 and 10, es- 
timated at $400 million in major and support machinery, including $100 million 
in turbines and generators; a supplier will be selected and a contract con- 
cluded in September. 


Meeting To Compile First Nuclear Power Dictionary 


The first compilation meeting of the committee for publishing a “nuclear power 
dictionary,” one of the committee's main projects for this year, was held in 
the conference room of the KECO Ulji-ro annex on 27 August. 


The meeting discussed the direction of the compilation of a nuclear power dic- 
tionary.
